The ruling elenients of the 
commercial classes in the north are in sympa- 
thy with the republican party. It was his 
theory that the growth of business and the 
development of the material interests of 
the south would incline them toward con- 
servatism. lor instance, it is generaly con- 
ceded that business men throughout the 
north during the last presidential- canvass 
were opposed to any change of administration 
simply on accountof the possible shock it 
might give to business. Hadit not been for 
fear of such a shock, business men in the 
north would have been glad to see the repub- 
jicun administration displaced by a demo- 
cratic one. In the same way the commercial 
interests of the south are becoming grenter 
daily, and as they become greater they have 
become the adyucates of the existing order of 
things, and be naturally opposed to anything 
like changes. Then there are the youny men of 
thesouth, who haveno future in the democra ‘ic 
party, which ultimately must break up. 
General Garfield did not believe that this 
break-up could be brought about by artificial 
processes. He believed in extending a help- 
ing hand to every honest element of inde- 
pendence in the south, but when it came to 
striking hands with dishonesty to gain a 
merely temporary partisan advantage, the 
president would have turned his back and 
absolutely refused to proceed. This state- 
ment of General Garfield’s views comes from 
the highest possible source, and is of great 
historical value, showing the great difference 
between the two administrations that were 
elected by the same votes. 
FIXING UP CONGRESS, 

The committee on elections of the house of 
representatives held an informal meeting this 
morning for the. purpose of setting in order 
the business before it. ‘The duties of the coim- 
mittee will be numerous and laborious. The 
republican journals of the country are already 
apolegizing for the noteriously partisan com- 
position of the committee, though there are 
really more democrats upon it than the imper’ 
fect list, as first printed in Washington, 
indicated. Of the _ fifteen members of 
the committee on elections four 
are actually democrats, but a committee on 
elections organized eleven to four is deemed 
sufficiently partisan even for any republican 
purpose. The committee has leave to sit 
during the recess and will doubtless promptly 
begin the endeavor to increase the republican 
votes in the house. The republicans have a 
plurality in the lower house of congress, but 
it is thought essential to make that a positive 
majority in order that certain measures at 
which some republican consciences might 
hesitate may not be endangered by a reliance 
upon greenback votes, or readjuster votes, or 
any independent vote. Pending the last 
presidential campaign the word was 
passed along the republican line 
that as many southern demo- 
cratic congressional seats as possible should 
be contested by republican candidates. The 
political complexion of the house was. of 
course, undetermined and uncertain, and it 
was deemed prudent by the national republi- 
can committee to make the preparations in 
season to secure a firm sion of the house 
after the election, if the election should fail to 
give a good title and a satisfactory republican 
margin.

THE NATIONAL BANKS. 

Withinthe next two years the charters of 
the majority ot thenational banks 
now in existence will expire. This 
fact» will compel the present congress to 
take soine action. with respect to these corpo- 
rations. When the last congress passed .a 
three per cent refunding bill, and had in it a 
clause making it mandatory upon all new 
banks formed, or these desiring to renew 
their charters, to deposit with the secre- 
tary of the treasury the proposed three 
per cents to secure their circuiation,it will be 
remembered quite a numberof the banks 
gaye notice, in case the bill became.a law, to 
vO into liquidation nd cease business.

Hence, if the banks maintain their 
position of last year, and withdraw their cir- 
culation to any considerable extent, it will 
involve a very serious contraction of the 
volume of , currency, and the very 
pertinent question is, What will con- 
do avout it? True, under exist- 
ing laws, the banks could reorganize un* 
der state taws; but if this were indulged in to 
any considerable extent we would have acur- 
rency as complex as we had betore the war. 
Those in congress who believe the greenback 
dollar the best the country has ever had favor 
legislation which Will replace national bank 
currency surrendered with greenbacks, Oth- 
ers fayor the coinage of the silver 
dollar to the full limit, and 
the issue of silver certificates. 
The attitude of the banks touching a three 
per cant. refunding bill has not been made 
upparent thus far at this session, but undoubt- 
ediy will be when the specimen. bill is dis- 
cussed. The specimen bill will, no doubt, 
pass the senate without any restrictions as to 
the banks being forced to use their funds asa 
fund to secure circulation, but such an 
amendment will be offered in the house, with 
the chances of its passage.

THREATS AGAINST SCOVILLE. 

WASHINGTON, December 26.—His attention 
having been called to the report ‘‘that 
wife had applied to Marshal Henry to proteet 
him against threatened -yiolence,’’ Mr. Sco- 
ville expressed great surprise and said: *‘Why, 
I know nothing of this.”” Mr. John W. Gui- 
teau also stated that he knew nothing of it. 
Mrs. Scoville was then interviewed and made 
the following written statement: 

1 did not apply for protection. I simply showed 
Marsha] Henry a sample of the letters received 
daily, from two toa half dozen.

I also told 
him he did not eare for his life, and I did not wish 
to undertake the care of him under any cireum- 
stances, but that I should do allin my power to 
have him go through histrial withoutinterruption, 
that the American people and the world might be 
convinced of what I know to be thefact, that an 
insane man, and not a plotting villain, had assailed 
the very life of our republic through the ass&ssina- 
tain of a ruler elevated by the people. He spoke 
of the money which it had cost the government to 
bring witnesses for the defense, I said I thought 
if the view I held could be established to the 
satisfaction of all it would be worth all it was cost- 
ing, even. tothe government, The issue of this 
case seemed tome to be of little consequence to the 
prisoner or his immediate friends a with 
the importance ofshowing that we had not yet at 
least reached the historical point in the downfall 
of all ail republics—namely, the assassination of 
the rulers by the people. As to the protection ol 
Mr. Scoville, he said they had not men enough to 
detail a guard for Mr. Seoville. I answered [ de- 
sired nothing of the kind, but wished the proper 
authorities to be on lookout for any disturbances 
ard if necessary to use detectives, as had been done 
in getting evidence against the prisoner.

SCHWATKA’S SUGGESTION 


To Surmount Arctie Difficulties by a Balloon Voyage. 
SAN Frawnecrsco, December 26.—A Portland, 
Oregon, dispatch says: ‘‘The Oregonian pub- 
lishes an interview with Lieutenant Schwatka 
regarding the cruise of the Jeannette. He 
believes the ship wintered at the Liaknoy 
islands, or near by, on the Siberian coast, 
having passed south of Wrangell Land, would 
account for the failure of the Corwin and 
Rodgers to find traces of her. Her previ- 
ous discoveries cannot be inferred from her 
position when lost, but may have been 
extensive and interesting. De Long did not 
follow the axis of the warm Japanese cufren 
north of Behring’s Straits, which should be 
done before that avenue is condemned as im- 
practicable.

Judge Por- 
ter arose with the air of a man who had borne 
and forborne long enough. “I notice,’ he 
said, ‘that these interruptions are equally 
annoying to the jury, your honor.” He 
demanded that upon the next instance of 
disorder the prisoner should be put into 
the place to which the law assigns 
him. Mr. Scoville, who ought to have 
been busy at this point in keeping his client 
silent and co-operating in any propositron for 
his reasonable discipline, broke into the dis- 
cussion with a sneer at Judge Porter and an 
ill-natured remark. Guiteau’s abusiveness 
was now redoubled and Judge Porter repeated 
his former declaration “Do it now,” called 
ont the prisoner.

Todo so would have 
consumed time and increased the scandal of 
the trial, and might have endangered their 
great aim, the conviction of the assassin. If 
Justice Cox would not take care of the repu- 
tation of his court, it was surely out of the 
power of the prosecution to do it, The special 
reason for their action of to-day is understood 
to have been that they felt that the prisoner s 
own declaration of yesterday that he is sane 
furnished the best possible reason for sub- 
jecting him to the forms used with sane'men. 

The local opinion in Washington seenis to 
be in favor of Justice Cox, as might be ex- 
pected. His friends urge that he hes done as 
he has with the idea of letting Guiteau act 
out his natural character, and thus demon- 
strate his sanity and depravity. There are 
rumors, on the other hand, among well in- 
formed persons that he began the trial think- 
ing the prisoner insane and _ believing also 
thata large proportion of the people consid- 
ered him to be so. However this may be, 
the result of the license the assassin has en- 
joyed in the court room woukl naturally be 
to leave the impression upon the mind ot 
the averave spectator that he was 
an irrepressible. lunatic, to be managed by 
tact and not by severity. This feeling has 
seemed to explain much of the disorder of 
the spectators, who laugh at Guiteau’s talk, 
without regard to the nerveless admonitions 
from the bench, as they would at the sayings 
of a spoiled child. If it should prove that 
this idea bad been slowly impressed upon the 
mind of so much as one juryman, the conse 
quences may be imagned. It is thought by 
some of Justice Cox’s friends that he will try 
to recover some of his lost prestige in his 
charge to the jury. There is a general hope 
expressed here that he will, as he is regarded 
by his friends as a man of good intentions 
and a sound lawyer. 

To show how deep an impression Justice 
Cox’s remark that he had the matter of re- 
moving Guiteau to the dock ‘‘under consid- 
eration’ made on Guiteau, it mignt be said 
that before the court had adjourned for the 
noon recess he had told the expert on the 
stand that he was ‘‘looking for his $500,”’ had 
shouted to Judge Porter that ‘‘that mouth of 
yours wags like an old cod-fish,”’ and added:

Dr. Leéxarp Bacon, one of the greatest 
lights of congregationalism in America, died 
quite suddenly at his home in New Haven on 
Saturday. He was born in Detroit in 1802. 
His career as a college professor began in 1866, 
when he was elected acting professor of re- 
vealed theology in Yale college. He held 
that chair until 1871, when he was made lec- 
turer in the same institution on ecciesiastical 
polity and American church history. Dr. 
Bacon has long been intimately connected 
with the government of Yale college, and 
had a large influence in deciding its conduct. 
For many years he has been a member of the 
college corporation. He and ex-President 
Woolsey have always been consulted when 
any interest of the college was concerned.

have left their impress on the general con-

THE ANXIETY ABOUT COTTON. 
It isdoubtful if ever in the history of cotton 
the receipts were looked for with such fever- 
ish anxiety as at present, 

Itis generally believed in the south that 
the crop is a very short ‘one—that it will not 
reach 6,000,000 bales and may net go over 
5,500,000. The bureaus and authorities agree 
in putting their estimates at about 5,000,000. 
New York is uncertain as to whether or not 
the crop very short, and England 
fecls pretty sure that it not as 
short Americans would have them 
believe. It undeniable that the 
receipts up to date have been much larger 
than the advocates of the short crop idea ex- 
pected they would be. While they predicted 
a daily decline in the receipts the sharp 
decline has not come. The heavy receipts 
are explained by the short crop men, on the 
theory of an early crop, better transportation 
facilities and a stringency in money that has 
already forced the bulk of the crop to market. 

Inthe meantime the English spinners, be- 
lieving that prices are higher than the real 
crop will justify, are buying lightly, amd the 
the exports are only about half as much 
per day as last year. Under large receipts and 
small exports, the stock in America has come 
to be about 150,000 bales larger than ever be- 
fore, and England hopesto buy what she 
now, at suuch 
lower prices than are now asked. The reply 
to this isthat the English spinners now con- 
sume 8,000 bales a week more than last-year,

the direction of true independence. 

We are not the champions of Colonel 
Thornton—on the contrary, when he takes 
charge of the campaign, it will be our inter- 
est to work for his defeat; but in any contest 
between the so-called independents and the 
natural leader of the independent and 
republican cohorts, we are emphatically in 
favor of Colonel Thornton. It is true, he is 
amply able to take care of himself, but we 
feel bound to defend him: from such insinua- 
tions of inequality as have recently found 
their way into print in various quarters, It is 
not ithe best of taste to repeat private con- 
versations in a newspaper, but we feel bound 
to remind the editor of the Macon 
Telegraph that, upon a recent occasion, when

THE MORMON QUESTION. 

President Arthur and Senator Edmunds at 
least are very much inclined to seek a s0- 
lution @ the Mormon problem; and there is 
a feeling in parts of the country that polyga- 
‘my should either be put down without 
further delay, or left to itself. Utah already 
contains 144,000 people, and the Mormons will 
soon control Idaho and Arizona. Nevada on 
the west is a state almost without population. 
If Utah becomes a state the entire problem 
passes out of the hands of the government; if 
the territory is divided up among the adjoin- 
ing states and territories, the Mormons would 
control all of them; and congress is therefore 
expected to choose between the do-nothing 
policy and an earnest attempt to crush polyg- 
amy in the territories. 

The question will first come up in the house 
on the demand made by Mr. Cannon to a seat. 
Cannon, in his declaration now on file, says:

To induce 
the Mormons to give up polygamy, a section 
legitimizes all the children of plural Mormon 
marriages born previous to November, 1879.

When the wagon was stopped, Knight 
got down on the greund and pointed a pistol 
at deceased and said, “here is what I can 
knock the bark off of you with.’’ One or 
more of the witnesses told Knight to put up 
the pistol, to which he replied that it was not 
loaded; almost immediately after which the 
shot was fired. Knight seemed greatly eXcit- 
ed at the deed. The deceased was taken from 
the wagon on which he was to another. 
and carried to the home of his parents on the 
wantation of Colonel ‘W. M. Haslam, in 
louston county, where he died Saturday 
morning.
